KO PRESENT RENEWAL OF THE WAR 


To be Apprehended, but There is Little 


Confidence in the Permanency of 


the Existing Peace—Germany's 


Aggressive Policy. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 27.—In reply to a 


resolution the president yesterday sent 
to the senate copies of correspondence 
in reg-ard to Samoan affairs. His -let- 
ter of transmittal is as follows: 


To THE SENATE—I transmit herewith, 


in response to a resolution of the sen- 
ate of the 89th ult, a report from the 
secretary of the state accompanied by 
copies of correspondence 
touching 


Samoan affairs.

In transmitting the correspondence 


Secretary Gresham says: 


"In order to make the account of 


political events in Samoa complete, 
copies of the correspondence of Harold 
M. Sewall and of James H. Mulligan, 
the principal consular officers in Sa- 
moa during the period since Mr. 
Blacklock's appointment as vice con- 
sul general and the final report of 
Mr. Chambers, late land commissioner 
on the part of the United States, are 
also included. 
Copies of the corre- 


spondence " between the 
department 


and the British and German embassies 
since July, 1894, the date of the last 
transmission of information in regard 
to Samoau affairs, are herewith also 
submitted, though 
not 
specifically 


called for by this resolution, as they 
show light upon the situation in the 
Samoan islands.'' 


The correspondence is exceedingly 


bulky, and much of it relates to mat- 
ters long since made public, although 
now presented for the first time in 
chronological order. 


The first news from Samoa appears 


in a letter from Mr. Mulligan to Uhl, 
dated Apia, January 2 last. "So far," 
he writes, "there is no appearance of 
a renewal of the war. There is little 
confidence in the permanency of the 
existing 
peace, 
and 
among 
the 


natives 
hostile 
to 
the 
govern- 


ment there is a 
feeling of dis- 


content 
and 
uneasiness. 
In my 


judgment, while a stable and real 
government cannot be.j hoped, for un- 
der the existing arrangement with its 
endless divisions of authority; yet if 
it were possible under the conditions 
it would not be permitted. It is not 
stating the cause too strongly to say 
there is not a residentof .these islands, 
native or foreign, identified with the 
existing governmental system.

dissatisfied, but stability is not to be 
expected where all are discontented.

The result was a great Republi 
can victory in 1894. 


Now, however, when the victory is 


only half won, because the presidency

BOUHTY 


On Sugar, in Full Up to August 4, 1894, 


and in Part on All Sugar Produced 


Prior to June 30, 1895—Labor 


Day in the House. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 27.—The progress 


made by the senate yesterday in con- 
nection with the sundry civil appro- 
priation bill was not very appreciable, 
as only two of the amendments re- 
ported from the committee on appro- 
priations were disposed of. 
These 


were, to be sure, of the kind that were 
sure to be disputed. The first of them 
was on the subject of the protection of 
public lands from timber depredations. 
The house had appropriated $90,000 
for that purpose; the appropriations 
committee had recommended a reduc- 
tion to $60,000; and Mr. Berry (dem., 
Ark.) 
had proposed an amendment to 


8120,000. The discussion of that ques- 
tion occupied nearly two hours and 
the question was finally decided in 
favor of the committee—20 to 25. 


The next amendment occupied prac- 


tically the rest of the day's session, 
and was decided only at the moment 
of taking a recess. This was the prop- 
osition to pay to the sugar producers 
of the United States the full bounty 
up to August, 1894, when the new tariff 
act went into effect—to those who had 
not yet received it—82.58,289, and eight- 
tenths of a cent per pound bounty on 
all sugars above 80 per cent, polari- 
scope test, produced up to June 30, 
1395. 


Various side issues were raised—a 


proposition by Mr. McLaurin (dem., 
Miss.), who was opposed to the bounty, 
to pay it, if paid at all, in silver coin; 
one by Mr. Wolcott (rep., Col.) to pur- 
chase 6,000,000 ounces of silver for 
eight months, and to coin it from time 
to time; one by Mr. Mitchell (rep., 
Ore.) to pay a bounty of five cents per 
pound on wool grown in the United 
States, and one by Mr. Hoar (rep., 
Mass.) to make' exception against the 
sugar-cane producers of Louisiana, on 
the ground that their senators, by 
voting for the tariff act of 1894, re- 
jected 
and 
repudiated the sugar 


bounty. 


All these side issues were ruled out 


as not in order, or were voted down 
and then the question was taken 
squarely on the committee amendment. 
The first clause of it—for the bounty 
up to August, 1894—was agreed to— 
yeas 46, nays 20—and the second clause, 
for bounty for the year up to June 30, 
1895, 
was agreed to: Yeas, SO; nays, 


25. 


An amendment was also agreed to, 


on motion of Mr. Frye, (rep., Me.) pro- 
viding a retired list for officers of the 
revenue cutter service. This was de- 
clared to be in order—46 to 13—and 
was then adopted, without a division. 


The senate at 6 p. m. took a recess 


until 8 o'clock p. m. 


HOUSE. 


Labor had its innings in the house 


yesterday, with the result that an ar- 
bitration bill, recommended by the 
leaders of all the railway labor organ- 
izations in the country, by Carroll D 
Wright, the commissioner of labor, 
and drawn in part by Attorney-Gen- 
eral Olney, was sent to the senate for 
its action. The bill was reported from 
the committc on labor by Mr. Erdinan 
(dem.. Pa.), who explained its provi- 
sions in a brief statement to the house, 
and answered questions that were 
put to him by various members with 
regard to its practical operations. 
The bill provides for the appointment 
of a board of arbitration of three per- 
sons to decide all controversies be- 
tween common carriers engaged in in- 
terstate commerce and their employes, 
which cannot be adjusted by mutual 
arrangements and makes the award of 
the board enforceable in the United 
States courts, acting as courts of 
equity. 


It was stated by Mr. Erdman that in 


order to make the award effective, the 
various labor organizations interested 
had agreed to become incorporated 
concerns, and as such subject to liabil- 
ity for damages for failure to carry out 
the terms of the award. 


The bill was advocated by Mr. Hep- 


burn (rep., la.) and various members 
of the committee on labor, and was 
opposed by Mr. Bartlette (dem., N. Y.) 
and Mr. VanVoorhis (rep , N. Y.). The 
opposition, however, was ineffective, 
and, after being slightly amended in 
committee of the whole, the bill was 
reported to the house with favorable 
recommendation, and passed without 
a division. 


A bill was also passed authorizing 


the bureau of labor to issue bimonthly 
bulletins, in editions of 10,000 each, 
upon subjects investigated by the bu- 


iau. 
A senate joint resolution was agreed 


to, admitting free of duty article? im- 
ported'for exhibition at the exposition 
to be held in Baltimore in 1897 in cele- 
bration of the centennial of the incor- 
poration of that city.

WEALTHY CHIEF WOLF. 


A Palouso Indian Who Is Worth 


Half a Million. 


Is Hta Ranch He Has Three Thousand 


Bones—He Likca to Do Tiling* Up In 


Style, ISnt Sleeps In a Very 


Plata Tepee. 


At Fishhook Bend, a place on the 


Snake river in the state of Washington, 
resides one of the wealthiest Indians in 
America—Wolf, chief of the Palouse 
tribe of Snake Indians. Wolf owns 200 
acres of land, and is calculated to be 
worth nearly, if not quite, half a mil- 
lion of dollars. His laud is all under 
cultivation, and he has upon it good 
buildings, house and barns, the house 
well furnished and the barns weli^ 
stocked. 


Wolf has made his money principally 


In raising horses, although he has a 
placer gold mine on his> place which he 
has worked to a considerable extent, 
and which has "panned out consider- 
able pay dirt " He has at the present 
time nearly 8,000 head of horses, and 
has shipped within the past five .years 
fully 0,000 head to market. Wolf is 
fifty years of age, but does not look 
over thirty, and has a most magnifi- 
cent physique, which his paleface 
neighbors all envy. Wolf is a widow- 
er, having laid away to rest two 
"klootchman," or squaw wives. 


Wolf has many white visitors at this 


ranch, and he tells with a great degree 
of pride of his visit to the white house 
at Washington, where he saw Presi- 
dent Cleveland.. He does not speak 
English well, but employs an inter- 
preter, who turns h.is "Chinook" into 
paleface talk. This interpreter, who 
is an Englishman named Absalom, tells 
of Wolf falling in love with a paleface 
jnoid while on his visit to Washington, 
and of his offers to her of his farm and 
all ills horses if she would become his 
squaw and share her lot with him. 


Ilh royal highness is a great dandy. 


Be dress.cs both in Indian and civilized 
costume, but prefers the Indian style. 
He generally wears a red woolen 
blanket, thrown carelessly but artistic- 
ally over one shoulder, to allow the 
display of a paudy calico or white 
shirt, cut very low in the neck, to allow 
\the display in turn of a necklace made 
up of many colored beads, bears' teeth, 
bright-colored shells and beans His 
fingers are generally covered with cost-' 
ly rings, while on his third finger hej 
wears a magnificent seal. Elaborately-:

beaded moccasins cover his feet, while 
his hair is banged a la Modoc and 
combed pompadour. His long black 
back hair is braided in many strands 
with bright-colored ribbons and silk 
cords, lie wears a plug hat on state 
occasions, but generally goes bare- 
headed and with his braided scalp-lock 
stuck full of wild turkey and grouse 
feathers 
At other times he wears the 


rim of an old Derby hat decorated 
round about with coyote tails 
Upon 


his wrists he always wears a large 
number of bracelets made of brass 
wire. 


Wolf likes to do things up in style, 


and has therefore a fine stable of car- 
riage horses, and when he drives into 
Pasco he does so with a coachman on 
the box of a genuine Brewster barouche 
He also has a high-wheeled tandem 
cart and frequently drives into town 
with horses hitched tandem. lie al- 
ways puts up his horses at a livery 
stable and is very careful to specify that 
they shall be fed just the same as white 
men's stock. 


This grotesque specimen of a fast- 


fading race of humanity does not be- 
lieve in banks 
He buries his money 


and is fond of digging it up and count- 
ing it over in the presence of his 
friends. One time while showing some 
land surveyors over his place he 
stopped suddenly in their presence and, 
lifting up a flat stone, took from under 
it, much to the surprise of the men h« 
was eseort.ng, several hundred dollars 
in gold eagles. At one time he had 
83,000 in gold twenty-dollar pieces bur- 
i«d, and ient liis son to bring him 5300 
from tho "cache," when it was discov- 
ered that the hole had been robbed. 
He cried and wept over his loss, and 
for a long time had a detective endeav- 
oring to capture the thieves, without 
success. His neighbors were not back- 
ward in expressing their opinion that 
Wolf, Jr., knew more about the missing 
gold than he would tike to have his 
father know. 


The old chief was a public-spirited 


citizen, and becoming tired of ferrying 
ucross the Snake river when he wanted 
to drive to Walla Walla, he has, it ia 
said, erected a fine wire suspension 
bridge at his own expense. He now 
Irives over the bridge into Walla Walla 
in his own carriages. Wolf -was for- 
merly a great horseback rider, but lat- 
terly he has taken to riding in a car- 
nage altogether. In spite of the fact- 
;hat he has a-good comfortable house, 
well furnished, he has his tepee in the 
rard, and sleeps therein no matter how 
inclement the weathen>

fine. Mix together, adding butter, 
pepper and salt, and making in the 
shape of a loaf. Bake brown 


HAOOIS—This famous old Scotch dish 


is very simple. Cut the beef in binall 
pieces aud mix with mashed potatoes. 
Season with pepper and salt. Use 
plenty of butter and bake well. 


POTATO MLNCIC HALLS—Parboil pota- 


toes equal in quantity to two-thirds o'f 
the available cold meat—beef and a 
little ham, if convenient, chopped Cue. 
JIash the potatoes and mix with the 
meat ancl one raw egg feeason with 
small bits of celery, pepper and salt. 
Fry in round balls. 


POTATO PIE—Place in the pastry al- 


ternate layers of mashed potatoes and 
slices of mutton or veal, and three cold 
boiled eggs, sliced. Seahon with salt, 
pepper and mace according to table. 
Add butter on each layer, or pour 
gravy over it. Let tho top layer be a 
thick one of potatoes, and brush with 
yolk of egg. 


POTATO AND FISH BILLS—Take equal 


parts of cold fish, shredded fine, and po- 
tatoes boiled and inashcd smooth Beat 
in an egg and a few tablespoonfuls, of 
rich milk, but do not make too moist. 
Salt to taste Mix thoroughly and beat 
until light.

band was also present. The station 
was filled with a surging mass of peo- 
ple. 


Thousands followed the procession 


to the city hall. Here the crowd 
was so dense that it required the ut- 
most efforts of tlie policemen to open 
a way for the procession. 
People 


anxious to get a last look at the 
honored dead then followed after the 
procession, and for four hours the 
corridors were crowded. 
The hall 


was draped with bunting and national 
flags. 


The higher grades of the public 


schools were dismissed and teachers 
and pupils given an opportunity to 
take a final look at the features of the 
great apostle of freedom. 


At 1:30 o'clock the reraairs w«re 


taken to Central church (Presb v teri an), 
the largest and one of the hau.Koiuest 
in the city, where the final services in 
honor of the dead were held. Dr. 
Myron D. Adams, of Plymouth church, 
where Mr. Douglass was once an at- 
tendant, and Eev. Stebbins, of the Cen- 
tral church, preached the discourse. 


Every seat in the chnrch was oeeu- 


pied and standing room was at a pre- 
mium. It appears as though every 
colored person in the city was in at- 
tendance.

other churches took part in' the serv- 
ices. At the close of the exercises the 
remains were taken to Moiuat Hope 
cemetery.

THE ALAMO IS HAUNTED. 


Spirits of Crockett and Bowie Pa- 


trol the Old Buildiasr.

Recent reports from the old Alamo 


mission, building', where, in 1838, so 
many brave men were butchered by 
Santa Anna's soldiers—Davy Crockett 
and James Bowie among the rest— 
revive the old leg-end among the Mex- 
icans-that it is i haunted. It is said, 
writes the San Antonio correspondent 
of the New York Advertiser, that when 
it rolns'aud the wind blows around the 
Alamo, the scene of the massacre, it is 
visited by the spirits of Crockett anc 
Bowie, whose measured tread can be 
heard about the old building. 


The Alamo is in a dilapidated condi- 


tion. The upper room is separatee 
from the lower one by a loose floor, 
and there are numerous wooden poets 
supporting it. The floor of the lower 
room consists of loose boards, laid on 
light sills, which rattle when one 
walks over them. It is thought im- 
possible for the noise heard by the 
guard to be produced by rats or any 
kind of animals. 


Not a long while ago a small addi- 


tion was built, and it has been used as 
a subpolice station. It is since the 
police have occupied a part of the 
structure that the manifestations are 
said to have occurred. 


That part of the building where the 


police station is located fills up what 
was formerly a hollow space on the 
eidc where the Mexicans finally broke 
In and slaughtered th'e defenders. The 
window is not very large, but has 
Jouble iron bars across it, and the wall 
Is five feet thick. This window opens 
Jirectly from the room where two offl- 
:ers who are detailed at the station sit. 
Adjoining the room is a small cell, 
which is used for the temporary con- 
pncment of prisoner*. A number of des- 
perate prisoners wcjre confined in this 
pell at one time, and they were nearly 
frightened to death by the appearance 
pf a trio of ghostly figures in their 
fnidst one dark, rainy night. The form 
and features of the ghosts were recog- 
nized as being those of Crockett, Bowie 
and Travis, and they 
disappeared 


through the solid stone wall 'when ap-

proaehed by a prisoner who was mora 
daring than the others. These prison' 
era also heard walking and the rattling 
of muskets and chains on the floor 
above. They told the story of their re- 
markable experiences, but it had been 
almost forgotten by the people of San 
Antonio until revived by recent occur- 
rences. 


The story as told by one of the po- 


lice officials is that soon after the sta- 
tion was opened he was standing alone 
near the door leading into the street 
one night about ono o'clock, when he 
thought he heard some one walkinpf in 
the main hall of the building. He had 
never heard the story of the structure 
being haunted, and h's first thought 
was that some one, belated by the heavy 
rain, had sought refugo there. 
He 


went to the window and looked through 
the grating into the dark room and 
asked who was there. There was no 
response, but the walking continued, 
and at times groans, as of some ono in 
terrible pain, could be heard. This 
sound ^seemed to come fnorn the small 
room where Bowfe was killed. These 
mysterious sounds continued during the 
remainder of the night. 


The story told by the officer is corrob- 


orated by prisoners confined In the 
building. They say that|hey have heard 
people walking and chains rattling all 
night in the Alamo. It ia almost im- 
possible to get negroes who know the 
Btory to occupy one of the cells in this 
old structure. People have seen and 
heard the ghosts and nobody has been 
successful in proving that the s(raugo 
~*~3Uts and sounds were produced by 
natural causes.

But the only persons to benefit have 
been attorney. The only certainty about 
the whole matter seems to be th|li aueh 
estates do exist, and that at present they 
amount to 8400,000,000. A few months 
ago a national organization of the Hyde 
heirs was' formed at Detroit. Since then 
no action so tai as known has been 
taken.
